A LECTURE ENTITLED 
~ GHRISTIAN SCIENCE| 


The Science of. Right Living by Prof. ; 

. Hermann S. Hering, §.S.B., Mem- 
ber of the Board of Léctureship of 
the Mother=.Church, the~- First 
Church of Christ, Scientist, In Bos- 

- ton, Mass. Given in the Rex]: 
Theatre, Red Deer, on Saturday Af- 
‘ternoon Last. 


Mr. Geo. P. Simons, in introducing 
the speaker, said in part: 


In the, new world, which is rising 
from the debris of.the world war, the 
necessity for right mental activity is 
being recognized to a greater extent 
than ever before. The effect of wrong 
thinking has been very apparent in 
the affairs of mlen, and humanity's 
greatest need today is asystem of con- 
structive, scientific, right thinking. A 
system of thinking is needed which will 
not only render financial panics, and 
their resultant sufferings, impossible, 
but will be applicable to every ovher 
phase of human experience. 

Jesus said “Ye shall know the truth 
and the truth shall make you free.” 
Christian Scientists believe that the 
teachings and demonstrations of 
Jesus proved the existence of a scien- 
tific system of right thinking which 
can be made practical use of by all 
who understand it. To thousands of 
men ang women Christian Science is 
a light of spiritual understanding, il- 
luminating the sacred pages of the 
Bible, and leading human thought out 
of confusion into an orderly under- 
standing of the Principle of existence. 

The following is a brief outline of 
the address: 

Since Christian Science, as discov- 
ered and founded by Mary Baker 
Eddy, is being so generally recogniz- 
ed as tan instrument for good, it will 
be interesting to know what this Scl- 
ence teaches regarding the unrest, 
evil and suffering so prevalent in the 
world today and to hear what “solu- 
tion it has to offer for them. We are 
deeply concerned to discover’ the 
cause of this untoward condition and 
to learn ff possible of an adequate 
remedy for it, as well as to find what 
part each one of us plays in the situ- 
ation, to what degree we are respon- 
sible for it, and to what extent we can 
aid in alleviating and healing it. 

‘At the outset it should be recogniz- 
ed that the world is an aggregation of 
individuals, hence world conditions 
are but the composite product of the 
lives and mentalities of its people, 
and of their habits of thought, their 
ethics, their ambitions and their re- 
sultant conduct. . 

Thus the character of human living 
is an essential factor in the world’s 
condition and it follows that this can 
be inrproved only as the lives of its 
people are improved. It is this phase 
of the question to which we ‘shall give 
especial attention by analyzing the 
science of right living, together with 
the principle and law involved, in or- 
der to see how these may be demon- 
strated in human activities. 

It is evident that all which really is 
has principle, basis, cause, law, and 
that right living involves obedience to 
principle, governmet Ly motives ‘bas- 
ed upon truth, justice, equity. Since 
God made all that wa's made and pro- 
nounced it good, it follows that obedi- 
ence to God, principle, means obedi- 
ence to good. It is also evident that 
in order to do right we must know 
what right is, and this cannot be 
known without knowing what God or 
good is, therefore, in order to obey 
principle, one must know God even as 
Jesus and His disciples knew Him. 

St. Paul writes: “For the law 
of the spirit of life in Christ’ Jesus 
hath made me free from the law 

of sin and death.’—(Rom. 8:2). 

The Bible contains many clear and 
definite statements of the healing 
law of the gospel in its relation § to 
every form of evil thinking and living. 

When, looking, therefore, for a solu- 
tion of the world’s problems, need one 
look further than to an understanding 
of the teachings of the Master? Did 
He not set a standard of right living 
upon a divine basis which He declared 
He made it possible for all to follow? 
Hid He not heal all manner of evil and 
disease through divine power and did 
He not teach his followers to do the 
same thing? Is it not evident then 
that Christian living involves not 
merely right ethical or moral  condi- 
tions, but right physical and mental 
conditions as well; health; harmony 
and wholesomeness in every direction? 

We thus see that Christian healing 
is undoubtedly an essential element 
in Christian living. 

The Bible declares, and frequently 
implies, that God is our life. 

- The Bible teaches further that God 
is the Creator; therefore He is prin- 
ciple, for principle is basis, founda- 
tion, cause, origin. 

Since God is life, life is principle, 
and is absolute, depending solely upon 
itself, upon its own immortal being, 
independent of all else and unaffected 
by matter or by any condition, state 
or belief of matter. 

Even as mathematical truth is not 
affected by anything which may be 
jdone to the figures, so the real life of 
men cannot be disturbed by what may 
be done to its material appearing 
or symbol. Life is therefore neither 
in matter, nor of matter. It is God's 
very being and nothing else. 

The Bible declares through St. John 
that “God is Love,” therefore real life 
is divine love, and thus we see that 
there is but one ‘infinite, eternal, di- 
vine life which is indestructible truth, 
absolute principle, ‘immortal love.

Dr. Clark does not agree with Mr. 
Wood in thinking he has discovered a 
panacea for all political ills, and 
something new in group government, 
which is as old as the hills. “True 
Liberals fought it in Great Britain 
and Canada alike,” he says, “under re- 
stricted franchise and as people right- 
ly struggling to be free. The house of 
lords, the Family Compact, the Manu- 
facturers’ associations, and the junk- 
ers and militarists of Germany are 
each and all examples of group s0v- 
ernment, and the progress of human- 
itv has been proportionate to its abil- 
ity to free itself from the domination 
of these groups. Class sonsciousness 
is none the less class selfishness, and 
therefore doomed to die, because it 
suddenly appears in Farmer and Lab- 
or parties. I have. been fighting 
‘elass’ for forty years. Tt would be 
quite impossible for me to turn my 
back on my past and the right in this 
election.” 

The judgment of Dr. Clark suggests 
—and having been in close touch with 
the United Farmers of Alberta for 
many years, no one is in a better posi- 
tion to judge—that many of the ideas 
advanced by a few of the officials aim- 
ing at control of the agrarian political 
movement are not. only impractical 
visions, but reactions. They talk 
about democracy, white at the same 
time secking to stifle the independ- 
ence of prospective public representa- 
ives, presumably bound to that  or- 
ganization with blank resignation. In 
other words, the powers behind the 
throne obviously wish to be able to 
manipulate their elected members at 
will like so many marionettes.

G. EB. railway. His conclusions were 
yaried, but the outstanding one was 
that a British man has too much 
sense to do that kind of work if he 
can help it. 

The canon, who has a dispensation 
of absence from the Diocese of West- 
minster during the life of this Legis- 
lature (and who might, therefore, 
qualify for Dean Hole’s suggested 
title for a rural dean as the “rather 
reverend”), came to B. C. in 1907, af- 
ter holding a cure of souls in Alberta; 
he was Anglican incumbent at Chilli- 
wack for eight years, when he was 
translated to Westminster. He pro- 
ceeded overseas with his regiment (the 
Bantams) in February, 1917, and sub- 
sequently held the position of S.C.R. 
chaplain at Victoria until May of the 
present year. The canon will do no 
church work during the life of the 
present Legislature.

Mr. Melghen Will Have Ten Meetings 
in Manitoba and Saskatchewan; Two 
Days in Own Riding. 


Winnipeg,, November “13.—Premier 
Meighen arrived here shortly after 7 
o'clock Saturday evening for his cam- 
paign in the prairie provinces. The 
premier was met at the station by Dr. 
M. R. Blake, former member and gov- 
ernment candidate in North ‘Winni- 
peg; Major-General Andrews, who for- 
merly represented Winnipeg Center, 
and is again contesting that riding; 
Robert Cruise, government candidate 
in Dauphin,’ ang other supporters of 
the Conservative party. Mr. Meighen 
leaves for Carman at noon Monday to 
address a meeting at 2 o'clock in the 
afternoon. In the evening he speaks 
at St. Eustache, in his own riding of 
Portage la Prairie.

Among the curiosities of trade 
unionism—a rich growth ‘in these 
days—we do not remember anything 
quite like the case of Mr, Cowlrick, 
who has been engaged to conduct the 
orchestra during the Canadian tour of 
Mr. Albert de Courville’s production 
“Hullo Canada!” The preparations 
for the voyage were_well advanced, 
when a sudden warning was received 
that Mr. Cowlrick would not be _per- 
mitted to conduct in any Canadian 
theatre. Such was the decree of the 
American Federation of Musicians. 
Its right to intervene in the matter 
fs not apparent until it is realised that 
in the American trade unions, as a 
rule, both American and Canadian 
workers are organised as if the fron- 
-| tier did not exist. Under the union 
rules, Mr. Cowlrick could only be per- 
mitted to conduct in Canada on condi- 
tion of becoming temporarily a mem- 
ber of the American Federation; andy 
although he was quite willing to do 
this, the federation refused to admit 
him, as being ineligible. The grounds 
for so regarding him are not stated, 
Why, indeed, should a really power- 
ful union stoop to give reasons for 
any action that might seem good to 
it? Mr. De~Courville, nonpiussed, 
cabled to the Canadian Prime Minis- 
ter, who replied saying that Mr. Cowl- 
rick was only required to “become a 
member of the musicians’ organisation 
while he js in Canada, which is the 
same as a Canadian musician would 
have to do if he were playing in Eng- 
land.” If this is the case—and it 
sounds stupid enough to be true—it is 
{at least open for English musicians to 

admit their Canadian fellow-citizen to 

membership or reject his application. 

Mr. de Courville here again cabled to 

Mr. Meighen, pointing out that his 

conductor cannot join an organization 

which will not admit him. The Eng- 
lish Musicians’ Union has certified 

Mr. Cowlrick by cabling to the Amert- 

can Federation a special request for 

his admission, only to receive the re- 
ply that the request cannot be granted, 

Finally, the “Hullo Canada!” company 

refuses to appear without Mr. Cowl- 

rick. So far, nobody seems to know 
what he has done, if anything, to unfit 
him to associate with the musicians of 

North America, and ito deprive Canada 
| of the anticipated pleasure of seeing 

Mr. de Courville’s production. The 

end, we suppose, is not yet; but so far 

as the affair has gone it provides a 

striking example of the glorious lib- 

erty that flourishes where a_ really 
well-organised trade unionism exists 
to uphold it.

WASHINGTON GONFER- 
ENCE MAY USHER IN 
BETTER WORLD 


Message of Arthur J. Balfour On His 
Arrival in Quebec. 


Quebec, Que., November 9.—“I don’t 
believe this disarmament conferetice 
at Washington can do everything, but 
Iam personally confident it can do 
much. I am confident that the steps 
being gradually made to produce 
better and improved world—an intér- 
national world—this step will be, of 
all history, the greatest. 

This was the message «Arthur J. 
Balfour, British ex-prime minister, 
and present leader of the British dele- 
gation to Washington, in the absence 
of Premier Lloyd George, gave to 
newspapermen who welcomed him 
yesterday afternoon when he landed 
from the liner Dmpress of France 
which had conveyed him with his 
suite from Liverpool. 

Mr. Balfour was accompanied by 
Lord Cavan, who commanded the Brit- 
ish army in Italy during the war, act- 
ing as military adviser to the British 
delegation; Air Marshal Higgins, 
Flight-Lieut. Arnold, ‘Sir Maurice 
Hankey, chief of the cabinet  secre- 
tariat; Commander Moore, Captain 
Burgess, M.S. Lampson, and Sir J. 
Jordon, Chinese authorities, and num- 
erous other secretaries and  stenog- 
raphers. 


~ PARTY NUMBERS TWENTY 


The party numbered twenty-one- in 
all. ‘Mr. Balfour was welcomed by 
Sir Arthur Willert, publicity officer of 
the .British delegation, and Maurice 
Peterson, secretary of the British em- 
.bassy at Washington, who will act 
as the ex-premier’s secretary. Lord 
Cavan was welcomed by Lieut.-Gen. 
Landry nd the officers of the fifth 
(Quebec) military district. 

iMr. Balfour boarded a private car 
attached to the C. P. R. boat train 
which took him: and his party to 
Montreal. It was planned by ‘the 
delegation to spend the night there 
and continue on to New York and 
Washington ‘Wednesday morning. 
They should reach the United States 
capital on Thursday morning. 


MIGHT BE MISCHIEVOUS 


At the outset of his statement on 
the conference to the reporters, Mr. 
Balfour said: “You must understand 
the situation and perfectly apprehend 
that a statement made before the con- 
ference itself must be of very little 
value. If it is of any real interest, it 
would be extremely mischievous. <A 
conference means an exchange of 
ideas and if necessary the modifica- 
tion of ideas. If I were to express 
them before the conference it would 
be likely to render it futile and very 
likely do more harm than good. I 
want to see ‘those with whom I am to 
work and especially those who are 
to guide our deliberations. I mean 
President Harding and Secretary of 
State Hughes. I want to see them 
before even forming my opinion of 
the conference as a whole. T am, 
therefore, confined in any remarks I 
may make to matters which are a 
little outside the actual work upon 
which we shall be engaged.’ 


DIFFERENT CIRCUMSTANCES 


Continuing, Mr. Balfour said: 
cannot help thinking, naturally, in 
this year 1921, of the visit I paid to 
this side of the water in 1917, and re- 
membering arriving—not in this St. 
Lawrence harbor, but at Halifax—and 
seeing then the late spring snow as I 
now see the early winter snow on the 
beautiful hills. ‘The landscape and 
nature have remained unchanged, but 
the circumstances in which we find 
ourselves are very different. Every 
circumstance of the trip to Halifax on 
the Olympic was kept a profound sec- 
ret. The submarine was, in 1917, the 
peril of the hour. The departure and 
arrival of the ship was kept secret. 
There was an atmosphere of war, per- 
haps of danger throughout the waole 
expedition. Circumstances have 
changed. But do not let us suppose 
for one moment 'that because we have 
peace the war is over. In a few hours 
we are to celebrate the third anniver- 
sary of the signing of the armistice. 
With the signing of that armistice a 
terrible episode in the history of the 
world came to an end. This confer- 
ence is as much concerned with the 
war as if it had taken place in 1917. 


MUST RESTORE BREACH 


“What the world’s statesmen have 
now to do is to try’ and restore what 
is admitted to hava been a most ir- 
reparable breach made in civilization 
by the events which passed from Aug- 
ust, 1914, to November, 1918. In that 
task all are concerned. There is no 
nation, belligerent or neutral, who’ is 
not acutely suffering from the events 
that then took place. The conference 
of President ‘Harding, which is now 
about to meet to do what Hes in its 
power, not to bring back the world to 
pre-war conditions but to better condi- 
tions than those which prevailed  be- 
fore the war, is Hable to ‘suffer from 
two opposite dangers—those who have 
pitched their expectations of what 
the conference will accomplish too

Pending their conclusions, no further 
steps are probable. The spokesmen 
here for Britain and Japan made none 
but guarded comments on Mr. Hughes’ 
“suggestions.” As far as they went, 
those statements were encouraging, 
and it was certain at least that no 
possibility of flat rejection of the plan 
existed. Without doubt it will form 
the basis of reaching whatever con- 
clusions the conference brings forth. 

With further time for study, the 
United States plan today began to 
stand out in its true proportions.

Berlin, November 15.—TJhe Nia- 
tionalist press discovers in the pro- 
posals of Secretary Hughes at Wash- 
ington only “American egoism and 
lies, hypocrisy and dishonesty.” 

The newspapers declare that Ger- 
many cannot expect the slightest re- 
lief from French cruelty, carried 
on with a revolver on the hip along 
the Rhine. 

“Some of the mewspapers express 
the belief that the delegates greeted 
the proposals of Secretary Hughes 
with approval, in order to gain time 
“to put something over on each 
other.” 

The Liberal press is silent, but the 
radical Rote Fahne (Red Flag) says 
that the four depressed peoples—Rus- 
sia, Germany, Japan and Siberia— 
will be the sacrificial offerings to the 
commercial imperialism of the United 
States and England.” 

«Whether England wishes or not,” 
it adds, “her Japan-hating dominions 
will force her to go with the United 
States. These dominions are a bigger 
trump card in the hand of Secretary 
Hughes than the billion pounds of 
war debt England owes.”
